  (3) In 2019, the United Nations formally changed the heading of category IV of the United Nations Register of Conventional Arms to  combat aircraft and unmanned combat aerial vehicles.

Statement of policy It shall be the policy of the United States to prevent Iran and Iranian-aligned terrorist and militia groups from acquiring unmanned aerial vehicles, including commercially available component parts, that can be used in attacks against United States persons and partner nations.
